The section of the proposed by-laws as read at the meeting 
concerning the officers of SG reads “The president of the 
Student shall be speaker of the Senate and shall take the Chair 
on every meeting, and on the appearance of quorum cause 
the minutes of the previous meeting to be read, having pre¬ 
viously examined and approved same. During the absence 

of the Speaker, the Senate shall 
be presided over by the Vice- 
President, who shall be the 
President pro tempore.

Recent and coming expan¬ 
sions an campus have recently 
been announced by Dr. Paul 
Meek, vice-president of The 
University of Tennessee In 
charge of the Martin Branch. 

Completed this week was the 
A section of the new dormitory 
complex south of the Main Wo¬ 
men’s Dorm. This section Is 
presently being occupied by wo¬ 
men students. 

Now under construction are 
the C and D sections of the 
complex. The $1,800,000 build¬ 
ing will house 528, and will be 
ready for occupancy by men In 
the fall of 1966. It Is located 
east of the A section. 

Construction on the B sec¬ 
tion of the complex will begin 
In the summer of 1966. The 
proposed $950,000 building Is 
scheduled to be completed In 
the fall of 1967. 

Work will begin around the 
first of the year on a new 
university library. R will be 
completed during the 1966-1967 
school year. After the new 
library Is completed, $55,000 
will be used to remodel the 
existing library Into class¬ 
rooms. 

Under present construction 
Is a $1,500,000 Student Center 
and Cafeteria which will com¬ 
pleted by thefall quarter ofl966. 

Advance plans and architec¬ 
tural services for an Academic 
building and a Fine Arts build¬ 
ing to be built In the future will 
begin soon. 

To be completed on campus 
In 1967 are steam and water 
lines, walks, drives, and drain¬ 
age facilities. 


prlatlons shall continue In force 
more than three months after 
the end of the regular school 
year. 

In the proposed laws In the 
section on attendance, it reads 
"Unless otherwise provided by 
law no member of the Senate 
shall be allowed to retain his 
seat after two unexcused absen¬ 
ces. All absences which are 
to be excused must be filed 
with the Clerk within a week 
after the last absence. The 
Speaker shall have the power 
to determine the validity of 
all excuses, but a member shall 
have the right of appeal to a 
majority of the Senate. 

Article VTA of the by-laws 
stated, “When any member of 
the Senate desires to speak, he 
shall rise and address the Chair 
as “Mr. President,” and shall 
not speak until recognized by the 
Chair. While the floor Is held 
by the Chair, no member shall 
leave the Senate nor entertain 
private discussion. When two 
or more members rise at once, 
the Speaker shall name who 
Is to speak first and the other 
shall be allowed to speak 
Immediately thereafter If appli¬ 
cable.” 

Included In the section en¬ 
titled “general” It read “If 
it be the desire of 1/5 of the 
members present, the actual 
tally of yeas and nayes, and 
abstentions shall be recorded 
on any motion. A Senator 
must be a member of the or¬ 
ganization which he represents. 
When any Senate seat Is vacated 
a new election must be held 
within two weeks after the seat 
Is declared vacant. The Presi¬ 
dent with 2/3 approval may 
suspend any rules of the 
Senate.” 

It also stated that the by¬ 
laws may be amended by a 
2/3 vote of the Senate. 

These by-laws will be con¬ 
sidered and possibly amended 
In the near future, Mr. Rhodes 
stated. 


The Secretary of Affairs 
of the Student Government shall 
be the Clerk of the Senate and 
shall be responsible for keep¬ 
ing an accurate record of the 
minutes and shall number, re¬ 
cord. and read all bills. 

Article n of the by-laws 
stated “There shall be the fol¬ 
lowing committees of the Senate 
appointed by the President not 
later than the second meeting: 
“On Rules—to consist of the 
President, who shall be ex- 
offlclo member and Chairman 
of the Committee; the Presi¬ 
dent pro-tempore who shall be 
a member, and vice-chairman; 
and three members of the Se¬ 
nate, on Approporlatlons— 
Secretary of Finance, who shall 
be ex-offico member and 
Chairman of the Committee, 
on Constitution and Appoint¬ 
ment on Administration— Stu¬ 
dent Relations, and on Student 
Activities.” 

This article also stated 
“Special committees shall be 
appointed as deemed necessary. 
The first member named on a 
committee shall be Its Chair¬ 
man and the second member 
named shall be Its vice- 
chairman unless otherwise 
provided. The chairman of 
each committee shall present 
to the Clerk a typewritten re¬ 
port of meeting and procedures. 
The Rules committee may 
report at any time. 

Article m and Article IV 
said that a quorum shall consist 
of a simple majority of the 
Senate. 

The regular order of busi¬ 
ness shall be a call of order. 
Invocation, roll call, reading of 
minutes, report of committees, 
other committees and adjourn¬ 
ment. The order of business 
shall not be changed except by 
two-thirds vote of those present 
and voting, and all of those 
present and voting, and all ques¬ 
tions relating to the priority 
shall be decided without debate. 

“All such matters regard¬ 
ing the meetings of the Senate 
shall be as provided for by the 
Constitution,” Is Article V of 
the proposed laws. 

The methods proposed In the 
by-laws to be used concerning 
bills Is explained In Article VI. 

It states “All bills shall be 
typed and placed in the hands 
of the Clerk prior to the meet¬ 
ings. Upon receiving the pro¬ 
posals the Clerk of the Senate 
shall place them on the calen¬ 
dar to be read by the title only 
on call of the Speaker. The 
bills shall then be sent to die 
proper committee.” 

After consideration by the 
committee the bill shall then be 
returned to the Clerk no less 
than two days prior to the meet¬ 
ing with committee action 
specified and placed on the 
calendar in Its entlrlty as re¬ 
ported from the committee. A 
printed copy of each bill shall 
be presented to each member 
at the time of reading. The 
Clerk shall be responsible for 
the printing of these bills. 

No appropriation bill shall 
be passed by the Senate which 
does not fix definitely the maxi¬ 
mum sum thereby authorized to 
be drawn from the treasury. 
No bill passed to make appro-

performance. 

Neal studied under capable 
teachers In America and attend¬ 
ed the National Music Camp at 
Inter lochen. 

The first appearance In their 
capacity as faculty artists will 
be November 12 when they will 
be featured In concert.

President Larry Bates Answers Questions 
Concerning Student Government By-Laws

At this time, before the Stu¬ 
dent Senate Is a system of By- 
Laws concerning the procedure 
for the passage of legislation In 
the Student Senate. It is consid¬ 
ered that this new form of stu¬ 
dent government Is much too 
Important to be left unnoticed 
and needs to be called to the 
attention of the student body. 
On October 12, Student Govern¬ 
ment president Larry Bates was 
Interviewed In an effort to bring 
more of the activities of the 
Student Government before the 
student body. 

A question and answer ses¬ 
sion on the subject had the fol¬ 
lowing results. 

What Is the actual name of 
the new system of government 
now In effect? 

Mr. Bates explained, "It Is 
the Student Government of The 
University of Tennessee Martin 
Branch. Referred to as the 
Student Government.” 

What Is the purpose of the 
drive for better student appear¬ 
ance on campus? 

Mr. Bates said, “The 
Cabinet decided It would be ap¬ 
propriate for all the Senators 
to dress formally, with men 
wearing coat and tie and women 
wearing heels at the meeting. 
This Involves only members of 
the Senate. There Is no evi¬ 
dence of such legislation ap¬ 
pearing before the Senate In¬ 
volving the campus as awhole.” 

What Is the planned legisla¬ 
tion for this session of the 
Student Senate October 12? How 
do you think this new business 
will be accepted? 

"All that Is planned Is the 
Introduction of the new By- 
Laws. This Is a special called 
meeting called specifically for 
the consideration of the 
By-Laws,” he explained. 

What do you think will be 
the reception to the new By- 
Laws? 

Mr. Bates said, "I feel that 
they will be generally accept¬ 
ed, with perhaps a few specific 
changes on particulars. The 
Idea of By-Laws Is essential. 
There must be some form of 
procedure to make efficient 
Senate proceedings possible.” 

What will be the form of the 
releases to the student body 
concernln. Student Government 
business? Will there be some 
form of Senate Record? 

"A monthly Student Govern¬ 
ment paper will be released by 
the Secretary of Communica¬ 
tions, Pat Drake, that will cover 
all Student Government busi¬ 
ness. An accurate record will 
be kept of all minutes and busi¬ 
ness by Secretary of Affairs, 
Lynn Page. This record will 
be open to Inspection by any 
Interested psrty. Secretary of 
Communications will make all 
press releases to The Volette,” 
Mr. Bates refilled.” 

In the proposed By-Laws for 
the Senate, the legislation will 
be handled by committees. How 
will appointments be made and 
In consideration to what quali¬ 
fications? 

Mr. Bates stated, "The 
Speaker of the Senate will ap¬ 


point the committee members to 
fill the positions as stated In 
the By-Laws If they pass in 
their present form. Selection 
will be at the discretion of the 
Speaker with consideration of 
experience In the Senate and 
with student activities within 
the realm of student govern¬ 
ment.” 

What has been worked out as 
to policy In the Judicial de¬ 
partment by Jimmy Fuller and 
Ira Orr? 

"Nothing concrete. A slow 
and gradual process Is being 
followed. Each step will be tried 
and proven. This must be done 
to Insure the general accep¬ 
tance by the student body,” he 
answered. 

"This entire concept of Stu¬ 
dent Government Is unique com-

pared to most campuses but I 
believe that due to our rate of 
growth which exceeds that of 
any Institution In the state, this 
form will more readily meet our 
needs In the area of student af¬ 
fairs. A solid plan must be 
mapped out for the expression 
of the student voice, before size 
makes organization Impossible. 
By taking this particular proce¬ 
dure as outlined In the By-Laws, 
the student can be Informed of 
measures before the student 
body action is taken. Also by 
utilizing the system of com¬ 
mittees, the Senators are closer 
to what Is proposed and It al¬ 
lows study to Insure the true 
expression of the will of the 
student body,” Mr. Bates said.

The chemistry llllab manual 
being used this year by the 
Chemistry Department was 
written by Glen H. Bremer, 
assistant professor of chemis¬ 
try. 

The manual Is entitled Gen¬ 
eral Chemistry Problems and 
Procedures and was published 
by Wm. C. Brown Book Co. 
of Dubuque, Iowa. 

Mr. Bremer has been work¬ 
ing on the text for two years 
which was written to fit our 
Individual needs. Several lab 
manuals had been used pre¬ 
viously, but the exerclseswere 
considered to be too long. It 
is felt that the students will 
learn more from more con¬ 
cise lab problems and proce¬ 
dures which are both Included 
In the new manual. Hie pro¬ 
blems are used In the first 
hour of the chemistry lab. The 
last two hours will be spent 


on the lab procedure, he added. 

Mr. Bremer Is now working 
on a supplement to the present 
manual. It Includes a Semi- 
micro Qualitative Analysis 
scheme. 

At present the manual cover 
the chemistry 111 lab and part of 
chemistry 112. When the supple¬ 
ment Is added In the second 
edition next fall, the manual 
will cover chemistry 111, 112, 
and 113 labs.
